Diſſenters of every Denomination, they are 
ſome of the beſt Friends to the Cauſe. Now 
I have been told, there is a Body of that

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kind of Cantroverſy publiſhed by the Los- 
don Divines, which is not to be matched in 
the World. I believe like Wiſe, there is a 
good Number of the Clergy at preſent, 
thorowly verſed in that Sludy Alfter 
which I cannot but give my Judgment, that 
it would be a very idle thing for Paſtors in 
es! to buſy themſelves: much in the 
Diſputes againſt Popery. It being a dry 
heavy Employment of the Mind at beſt, 
eſpecially When, God be thanked, there is 
ſo little accaſion for it in the generality of 
Pariſhes throughout the Kingdom, and 
muſt be daily leſs and leſs by the juſt Seve- 
rity of the Laws, and the utter Averſion of 
our People from that jdolatrous Superſti-

If I might be fo bold to name thoſe who 
have the Honour to be of his L—-p's Party,

in England forty Dil e all kinds, inclu- 
ding their Brethren the Free-thizkers, for one 
Papiſt; and allowing one Papiſt to be as 
terrible as three Diſſenters, it will appear 
o by Arithmetick, that we are thirteen times 
„and one third more in danger of being ru- 


ned by the latter than the former. * 1 
Ihe other Qualification neceſſary for all 


= MW Paſtors, if they will not be blind, ignorant, 
greed) drunken Dogs, &c. is, to know the Depths 
of Satan. This is harder than the former; 
that a poor Gentleman ought not be Parſon, q 
Vicar, or Curate of a Pariſh, except he be 
cunninger than the Devil. I am afraid it 
will be difficult to remedy this Detect for 
one manifeſt Reaſon, becauſe whoever had 
only half the cunning of the Devil, would 
neyer take up with a Vicarage of 10 J. a 
Year, to live on at his Eaſe, as My L--d ex- 
1 | preſſeth 
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preſſeth it; but ſeek out for ſome bettet 
Livelihood. His L——pis of a Nation very 
much diftinguifhed for that Qual ity of Cun- 
#ing (tho they have a great many better) 
ind I think he was never accuſed for wan- 
ting his Share. However upon a Tryal of 
Skill I would venture to lay ſix to four on 
the Devil's fide, who muſt be allowed to 
be at leaſt the older Practitioner. Telling 
Truth ſhames him, and Reſiſtance makes him 
fly: Bur to attempt out- wirting him, is to 
fight him at his own Weapon, and gonſe- 
quently no Cunning at all.
